The following is very val¬ 
uable information whi c h 
has been smppliod to the 
Sierra Madre News as a 
.special item by the Federal 
Government, which has 
been compiled from the 1970 
Census a.nd has been veri¬ 
fied as authentic and de¬ 
pendable information. 

As of this period Sierra 
Madre was set down with a 
Native Population of 11,230. 
Now Native Population is 
defined as “Persons born in 
the United States, Puerto 
Rico, or a possession of the 
United States. Also included 
are porson.s foreign bom 
witli at least one native 
American parent.” 

The following is the way 
this “native born population 
of Sierra Madre is broken up 
and its percentages: 

5,322, or 47.4 per cent of 
Sierra Madre’s population 
was born in the State of 
California. 1,279 or 11.4 per 
cent born in the Northeast. 
2.420 or 21.6 per cent were 
born i.n tlie N'.rtli Central 
States. 791 or 7.0 per cent 
born in th<> South. 775 or 6.9 
per cent were born in the 
West. 124 or 1.1 per cent 
wore born abroad or at .sea, 
with 519 Or 4.6 per cent re¬ 
fusing to, or not knowing 
the actual place of birth. 

Further infomiation sup¬

' but their dollars provide a 
smaller part of the total 
city revenues every year, 
State Controller Hugh Flour¬ 
noy reported’ recently. 

"During fiscal year 1971- 
72, the cities collected over 
S796 million in property 
taxes, an increase of $40.9 
million or 5 per cent i.n one 
year,” Flournoy said, “but 
this amounted to only $28.43 
per cent of the cities’ total 
revenues as compared to 
2ft.91 per ce.nt the prior 
year. 

“Furthermore, the per¬ 
centage of property taxes in 
total city revennues has 
been dropping almost stead¬ 
ily for 10 years after hit- 
ti.ng a peak of 37.37 per cent 
in 1961-62.” 

An opposite trend has de. 
veloped in the revemies 
cities receive from other 
governmcintal agencies, the 
Controller pointed out. The 
$675.5 million received front 
other agencies in 1971-72 
was 24.12 per cent of the to¬ 
tal revenues of the cities. In 
1961-62 these revenues were 
$159.3 million and repre- 
sente-l- nulv 14.51 per cent of 
the total. 

“This clearly indicates thp 
growing m.unictpal govern¬ 
ment relia.nce an allocations 
from state taxes, and var¬ 
ious state, county and fed¬ 
eral grants,” Flournoy said. 

“Particularly notewort h y 
has been the addition of 
property tax relief payments 
from the state as reimburse¬ 
ment for property tax ex¬ 
emptions created by state 
law.” 

However, all locally im¬ 
posed taxes, including prop- 
city taxes, combine to pro¬ 
vide .53 per cent of the re¬

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


n. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

. ANSWER: Statutory tiling fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge tor the tour insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons tile and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
tees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


I. QUESTIQN: Vyhen does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971, 


2. QUESTIQN: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must tile. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTIQN: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER; Qne that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4 . QUESTIQN: What is the purpose the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been In ef¬ 
fect In California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he Is really dealing.

13. QUESTIQN: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided It is of the 8'/2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces ail items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-tile under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those In the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER; County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process tor 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub¬ 
ication until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of the 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER; Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


8 . QUESTION: Is a tiling of the new form 
since January 1, 1971, adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have been accepted since January 1, to be effec¬ 
tive July 1. 1971.

9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name.

Dear Editor; 

I wa.s astounded by Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s proposals with 
regard to his pha.se four pro¬ 
gram to light inflation. Of 
parfioular interest were the 
following Iwo statements; 

“In allocating the products 
of America’.s farm.s between 
markets abroad and those 
in the United States, we 
must put the American con¬ 
sumer first. 

“Therefore, I have decided 
that a new’ system for ex¬ 
port controls on food pro- 
duct.s is needed — a system 
designed to hold the price cf 
animaj feedstuffs and other 
grains in the American m.ar- 
ket to levels that will make 
it possible to produce meat 
and eggs and milk as prices 
you (American citizens) can 
afford.” 

Evidently wc are supposed 
to forget that the Nixon Ad- 
minist-ation made a grain 
deal with Russia last year, 
W'lhicb. included conn, oats, 
barley, rye, sorglrm, and soy 
beans, a.s well as one third 
of the entire ctop of Ameri- 
ca,n wheat. Also, to insure 
that this dea] was c.nnsum- 
matod, the Nixon Adminis¬ 
tration granted a credit of 
,f7.% million to Ru.ssia to en¬ 
able them to buy the grain. 
Furthermore, on September 
15, 1972, the New York 

Timo.s revealed that the Nix- j 
on Admini.stration partici- i 
pated' in a grain deal with ] 
Red China in thp amount of j 
,500,00<') tons. In addition to ' 
all thi.s, the Nixon Admin- 
i.'tration subsidized the ship¬ 
ment of this .grain at the 
rate of ten dollars a ton, or 
?S00 million. 

Our prcisent inflation crisis 
and our food-price crisis 
liave ix?en caused and cre¬ 
ated by governmental in'er- 
fere.nce witli the free-market 
economy. If wo are to con¬ 
trol infl'itinn and most of 
the problems facing Ameri¬ 
cans, wo must control gov¬ 
ernment, specifically Presi¬ 
dent Nixon, not price.s, 
W'agos, or the freo-ma'’ket 
economy. 

Let lUs remember .leffer- 
.soin’s statement: “D.on’t talk 
to jne of confidence in men. 
Ri.nd them down with the 
c-.hatns of the Constitution.” 
Once we start following this | 
advice, we will have gained 
ec.ntrol over inflation a,nd 
more important regained 
control of our own govern¬ 
ment.

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Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”-their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 

(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of marihuana 
on the mind and body. This does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal under 
local laws. Inmany states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy ansyvers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting w'ith LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
authorities ’ your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Here’s why it had to be \ \ 
done. Ever since the first 2-digit tele- y 
phone numbers were assigned, the \ 
demand for telephones and service has 
grown at a rate even greater than popula¬ 
tion growth; and has led, step by step, to the 
present 10-digit system for out-of-area calls. 

Now, even this is not enough. 

The Greater Los Angeles area is still 
growing. And is simply running out of prefix 
numbers. 

But there’s a way to solve the problem. 

Area code numbers, which automatically direct 
your call to another area, cannot be used as local 
prefix numbers. But if they could be, a great many 
more number combinations would be made 
available locally. 

That’s the purpose of the new Dial “1” System. 
To put it simply, dialing the number “1” before the 
area code will automatically signal that a call to 


another area is being made, and alert the equip¬ 
ment to receive the rest of the information. 

The result will be that about 150 area code 
numbers will become available for use as 

- 1 local prefix numbers. 

Here’s what has been done. 

_^ Long in advance of the change¬ 
over, a precise timetable for 

modification of thou¬ 
sands of pieces of 
equipment was com¬ 
pleted. Business 
customers were noti¬ 
fied and recommenda¬ 
tions for changes in 
special systems made. 
Here’s what will 
happen. On July 14, the 
entire 213 area telephone 
!ll| network will be changed 
over to the Dial “1” System. 

The time chosen for the change¬ 
over was calculated to cause little 
or no inconvenience to customers 
•. on a summer weekend, when 
the volume of calls is usually at 
its lowest. 

The area code numbers that will thus become 
available for use as prefix numbers will accommo¬ 
date growth in the Los Angeles area for many years.

The Joint Committee on Aging reports that the need 
for specially tailored education programs for the aged has 
been almost totally ignored. Of the more than 15,000 legis¬ 
lative bills introduced since 1971, only two have tried to 
correct this inequity. 

Last year the Legislature passed Assembly Concurrent 
Resolution 127 which requests the governing boards of 
each of the state’s higher education systems to examine 
the adtxjuacy of programs and curricula easily accessible 
to older Californians who wish to pursue higher educa¬ 
tional attainments. These reports are finished and tlic 
Legislature is studying them. 

Legislation this year by Senator Joseph Kennick would 
direct the Department of Education to hire a full time per¬ 
son to act as a liaison between community efforts and in¬ 
stitutional efforts to secure educational programs for the 
elderly. 

Efforts to establish pilot educational projects for the 
elderly have begun. A search for federal and state funds 
for such a project is being conducted and it is hoped that 
within the not too distant future we can begin to realize 
the dream many have for their golden years.
